In the S en ate, this m orning, the old popu• 
lar Melo D ram a o f “ D istressin g M em orials," 
was performed. 
T h e house was crowded at 
an early hour. 
T h e tw o first political traged i­ 
ans o f the day, M essrs W eb ster and CJay, 
enacted the principal parts. 
T w o dramas, 
with “ modifications,” were offered, one writ­ 
ten by Lancaster, and the other by P hiladel­ 
phia, co u n ty , (P en n ) 
Mr W ebster, at the 
particular desire o f several people o f d istin c­ 
tion in both localities, made sp eech es on both. 
T h e thing was very m uch like the “ p la y ” in 
H a m le t— and 
m ight 
well 
be 
termed 
the 
“ Mouse trap — with this difference, h ow ever, 
that nobody would take t h e “ w ord ” of any o f 
those “ g h o sts” o f “ distress,” for a sin gle 
c e n t — m uch less fora “ thousand pounds.” 
Mr W ebster made speeches, not argum ents ; 
he painted, not debated, the subjects. 
H e 
represented the agricultural interest as the 
“ real lion of the cou n try ,” and Lancaster 
cou n ty as one of its cubs, calm ly sleep in g in 
the valley o f peace, till the rem oval o f the 
deposites, like the sw e llin g o f Jordan, aroused 
it from its slum bers ! 
It is a great m ista k e -- 
(this groaning about distress,) it is only nn 
0.3. in i linn*. «1.1.. , u .ij MlUflS, Witll a s s ’s 
ears ! 
Are we all asses, that w e cannot see, 
that not a sin gle dollar of this “ sound paper 
cu rren cy,” this “ m edium of v a lu e,” as Mr 
W ebster terms it, is annihilated ?— that the 
State Banks have just as tnuch m oney as they 
had b efo re; but they dare not discount, lest 
the U. S. Bank and its B r a n c h e s,(w h ic h have 
hoarded all the specie excep t w hat they have 
sent out o f the country,) stand ready to pounce 
upon them , and dem and sp e c ie , if any d is­ 
counts are made ? 
Are we asses, that we do not sea the opera­ 
tion o f Mr C lay's Com prom ise B ill, by w hich 
the merchants are hound to pay the duties o f 
tw o years in one ? 
Are w e asses, that we do not see that Mr 
C lay foresaw the operation ot his B ill— and 
that it was calculated to increase the p ecu n ia­ 
ry distress of the country, in order to force 
the govern m en t, by the outcries o f bankrupts, 
(w h o lived upon borrowed credit, and sported 
like Jackdaw s, in borrowed feathers,) to renew 
the charter o f the Bank ? 
B u i 1 wont stop to argue the case ; there is 
no necessity for t h i s ; the C h ie f M agistrate, 
the choice of a vast majority of the people, 
supported by their affections and confidence, 
has irrevocably settled this v ex ed question. 
W h ile he lives at least, with his consent, there 
will be no charter, nor re-eliarter. 
T o return. 
Mr W ebster, in his m ost su p ­ 
plicating terms, called for “ relief,” for the 
agriculturalists o f Lancaster, and the h ou se­ 
builders of Philadelphia. 
H e made a pathetic 
and m oving s p e e c h ; and, but for concealing 
the real cause o f d istress—the curtailm ents o f 
the U . S. B ank, and her threats against the 
State Banka— it m ight have m oved alm ost any 
one to com passion. 
“ B u t the tears live in 
an onion, that should water the grief.” 
T h e 
whole argu m en t only g oes against the n o m in ­ 
ation and succession o f Mr Van Buren. 
T o 
use a favorite illustration of Mr W ebster, it is 
“ as plain as the P en nsylvan ia A v e n u e ” — and 
about as Clayey, too ! 


After the curtain dropped on Mr W eb ster’s 
performance, Mr Clay rose to congratulate 
h i m ; and made the most hum ble supplica­ 
tion, that the 
P resid en t’s 
heart 
m ight 
be 
softened, I have ever heard from his lips ; 
and in tones, language, gesture and m a n n er’ 
perfectly respectful. 
He made a personal ap­ 
peal to tile Y'ice President, im ploring him to 
use 
his influence 
with 
the 
President, to 
change his determination ; 
say in g , that no 
man had more influence over him , (the P res­ 
ident) than he had. 
After he had thus by his 
pathetic speech, won the feelings o f the an­ 
il ence, bv his apparent hum ility and sy m p a­ 
thy fur the distresses o f the country, he in­ 
troduced a set of R esolutions, declaring that 
the President ough t not to rem ove any officer 
without the concurrence o f the Senate ; and 
that the Sen ate ou gh t to appoint the Deputy 
* ost Masters, & c , —and then m ade a most v e­ 
hem ent speech against the President and his 
m easures, particularly in v eig h in g against the 
placem en and office holders, sayin.r, there 
were “ forty thousand o f them that 
were 
swayed by the will o f one m an; and that this 
class was far more dangerous to the liberties 
of the cou n try, than a standing arm y.” 
1 
have bo often heard him preach from this text, 
that it has but little novelty for m e ; and 1 shall 
not therefore pursue him iti his hom ily. 
On the w hole, it was quite an interesting 
day- 
Both the H ouse and S en ate sat late! 
and adjourned to M onday.
